Young, as the authority under which 
petitioner is imprisoned and held ‘by 
said United States Marshall. 
The Marshal returns to the writ of 
Habeas Corpus that he holds the de- 
fendant in custody by virtue and 
authority of an order of said — 
said cause, a copy of which is attac 
to exhibit A, te the petition, and is 
dated the 29th of Sctober, 1875. 
Among other grounds on which the 
petitioner prays to be released from. 
said imprisonment, it is alleged that. 
the order of commitment of the 29th. 
of October, 1875, is void ; because the 
District Court of the Third Judicial 
District had no jurisdiction over the 
subject matter at the time the onder 
was. made, for the reason that the 
same matters had been duly presented. 
the parties, and submitted to the 
urt, at a former term of the Cou 
and thereupon, that the Court 
rendered a decree, at said former term, 
refusing the motien for an attachment 
and discharging the rule to show cause 
why the defendant should not be com- 
ving e er an 
decree of the Court, to pay $9,500 
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alimony pendente lite, to the plaintiff, 
Anu Eliza 

A judgment of a Court of competent 
_jarisdiction, when collaterally assailed, 
can only be impeached for a want of 

wer in the Court to render the 
Judgment. The record may abound 
in irr ties and errors, yet if the 
Court had jurisdiction, the judgment 
is valid and binding, until by some 
direct proceeding, by appeal or other- 
wise, instituted for the purpose, the 
judgment is brought before some 
revisory tribunal and, by the jad 
ment of such revising Court, — 
set aside or annulled. 

The priety of the decree and 
order of the District Court, of the 
‘29th of Oot., 1875, cannot be ques- 
tioned or considered by this Oourt 
farther than to investigate and de- 
termine whether the Court had juris- 
diction over the subject, and the 
parties, so far as relates to the subject 
matter; in other words, over the case 
then presented to and adjudicated by 
it. he jurisdiction must be over 
‘both the person and the subject matter; 
“if either of these jurisdictional facts is 
wanting, then the sentence or decree 
‘is void. In sach case the whole pro- 
-cooding is cor am non judice, and it 
may be successfully resisted in that 
or in any other Court by either direct 
-or collateral proceeding. Oampbell 
and others ws. McCahan, 41 III., 49. 
‘Elliot vs. Pearson, 1 Peters, 328. 

During the term, a Court has power 
over its own proceedings, ed can 
alter, modify, or even annul its judg- 
ments, orders and decrees, as, in its 
‘judicial discretion, is consistent with 
the law and the advancement of jus- 
tice: But when, by order of Court or 
operation of law, the term of a Court 
‘is closed, the Court has no farther 
power over its proceedings. They can 
only be- reached or disturbed by an 
appellate or revising Court, or perhaps, 
in rare cases, r by bill in 

, for fraud. 

It is insisted by the counsel for the 
‘petitioner that this question of con- 
‘tempt on his part, for disobedience to 
the order of the Court, decreeing the 
paying of $9,500 alimony te lite, 
to the plaintiff, Ann Eliza Young, 
made on the 26th of Feb. 1875, has 
deen passed upon and adjudicated by 
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the Court in the decree of 10th of 
May, 1875, and that, the term of 
Court having elapsed, the District 
Court had no power to re-adjudicate 
that question. 

On the part of the defendant it is 
urged that the order of the 10th of 
May was a mere interlocutory order, 
and one that might be reviewed so 
long as the decree granting alimony 

lite and ordering its payment 
remained uncomplied with, whenever 
upon proper predicate it was p 
upon the consideration of the Court. 
It is further urged by the defendant 
that the matters adjudicated on the 
10th of May, and those adjudicated 
by the Court on the 29th October were 
net the same, but different, and that 
the judgment of the Court on the 10th’ 
of May did not preclude the Court on 
the 29th of October from adjudicating’ 
— the matters then passed. upon 

it. 

"The order of the 10th May was an 
order in the cause, made after the 
‘filing of the bill, and before final 
decree, and in that view it was an 
interlocutory order, in the common 
acceptation of the term. Interlocntory 
orders usually are mere orders in ad- 
vancement of the cause and necessary 
in the preparation of it for a final 
hearing and decree, but there are in- 
terlocutory orders which are final in 
their character, and which settle rights 
as conclusively as the final judgment 
and decree. The order of the Court 
of 26th of February, 1875, settling 
the right of plaintiff to alimony pen- 
dente lite, and the amount of that 
alimony, was a judgment of the Court 
upon both of those questions, and was 
final and conclusive upon the District 
Court after the adjournment of the 
term of Court. e Court had de- 
cided the question and given judg- 
ment, and what more could it do? 
Would it be contended that it could 
decide the question and give indg- 
ment again? If so, when would 
repetition end? It would give no 
additional force to its mandate to 
render the same judgment a second 
time or oftener; or if it rendered 
different judgments, at different times, 
in reference to the same subject matter, 
the question would then be, which was 


the judgment of the Court? 
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There cannot be a question but that 
that order of the 26th of Feb., 1875, 
was an order settling rights, consum. 
mating the end proposed, closing the 
contreversy, as to the subject matter, 
and that, so far as the District Court 
was concerned, it was final and con- 
clusive. 

That the order of the 10th of May, 
is not equally clear, as a final order 
grows rather out of the indefiniteness 
of the subject matter than any inhe- 
rent uncertainty or want of binding 
force in the order. 

The rule to show cause why an 
attashment should not issue and 
why the defendant should not be 
committed for a contempt, for dis- 
obedience of the order of Court, is 
the mode provided by law to the 
Court, for the enforcement of its 
decree. The decree could not be 
enforced by execution, because the 
case was in fieri, and no execution 
could issue until final judgment. But 
the law, in providing this extreme and 
summary mode in enforcing obedience 
to the mandate of the Court, gives 
to the defendant an opportunity to 
show canse why the motion prayed for 
should not be granted, and upon his 
answer an issue is made up and pre- 
sented to the Court for its decision, 
and the judgment of the Court on 
the issue thus presented has the 
binding force and conclusiveness of 
any other judgment. The Court 
tries the issue, determines the facts, 
applies the law, and renders judg- 
charge which is all 

e charge w is usually 
in such cases is that the — has 
been guilty of contempt of court. 
This is the only issuable matter pre- 
sented. The issuance of an attach- 
ment or commitment for a contempt 
is a sum mode of punishment 
adopted by the Court for the contempt, 
and as the means employed for the 
enforcement of its interlocutory de- 
cree. They do not in any sense or 
degree constitute or enter into the 
iasue which is tried by the Court upon 
a rule to the defendant to show cause 
why an attachment should not issue, 
or why he should not be committed 
for eontempt. 

If in such @ case the defendant 
shows good cause, then the judgment 
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of the Court is that he be dischargedy, 
and in the language of the old books, 
that he go hence without day; if he:

In this view of the question it will 
be readily seen that the issue which 
was presented to and determined. by;

If there were room for doubt as to. 
the correctness of the conclusion, it is. 
put to rest by the record offered in:

In both motions the parties, are the 
same, and the subject matter is the 
same. In both, the affidavits are 
made by the same person acting in the 
same capacity, and the affidavits and 
motions are substantially the same.

The judgment of the 10th 
of May, 1875, discharges the defend-

Then it is that the Lord cannot bestow bles- 
sings upon the children of men. How eft would I have gathered you toge- 
ther, as a hen gathereth her chickens under her wings, but ye would not. 
** Behold, your house is left unto you desolate.” Men turn from the truth 
unto fables, and perish in barrenness for lack of knowledge and spiritual life. 

Man possessing intelligence cannot see pure Christianity in the confusion 
and bitterness of sectarianism; cannot see the unity of the Spirit, in the 
discord of contentious religionists ; to him it seems that the whole head is 
sick, and the whole heart faint.” Many honest-hearted people have prayed— 
fervently prayed for a knowledge of the truth; realizing that the Christian 
world had turned from the ways of the Lord, as St. Paul foretold they would 
in writing to Timothy—‘‘ For the time will come when they will not endure 
sound doctrine ; but after their own lusts shall they heap to themselves teach- 
ers, having itching ears; And they shall turn away their ears from the truth, 
and shall be turned unto fables.” 

Now in these the latter days the Lord has sent the everlasting Gospel again 
to earth by a holy angel, and the way of salvation is so plain, that a „. 
faring man need not err therein.“ 

And Law another angel fly in the midst of heaven, having the everlasting 

‘Gospel to preach unto them that dwell on the earth, and to every nation, and 
kindred, and tongue, and people, Saying with a loud voice, Fear God, and 
give glory to Him ; for the hour of His judgment is come: and worship Him

(Rev. xiv, 6, 7.)

The Sacrament of the Lord's Supper, administered in ‘‘ bread ond 
wine :”—‘‘ commemorative of the death of Christ. 

„ Baptism is to be administered in the following manner unto all those who 
repent :— The person who is called of God, and has authority from Jesus 
Christ to baptize, shall go down into the water with the person who has 
presented him or herself for baptism, and shall say, calling him or her by name 
Having been commiasioned of Jesus Christ, I baptize you in the name of the 
Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost. Amen. Then shall he im- 
merse him or her in the water, and come forth again ont of the water.”— 
(D. & C., page 73, sec. 2, par. 21.) 

The Elders of the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints, have been 
called by immediate revelation, ‘‘as was Aaron,” to preach the Gospel and 
administer in its holy ordinances.

and spare not; and wo unto that house, or that village or city that rejecteth 
you, or your words, or your testimony concerning me. Wo, I say again, unto 
that house, or that village or city that rejecteth you, or your words, or your 
testimony of me ; for I the Almighty, have laid my hands upon the nations, te 
scourge them for their wickedness: and plagues shall go forth, and they shal 
not be taken from the earth until I have completed my work which shall be cat 
short in righteousness.”—(Doc. & Cov., sec. 4, par. 16.) 

At the last Conference held in Salt Lake City, the Holy Ghost dictated the 
calling of many Elders to go forth and preach the Gospel. One hundred and 
forty-eight were set apart for this sacred duty—this sovl-saving purpose. 
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Thirty missionaries have landed at Liverpool, and are now actively engaged in 
the holy ministry, together with many more, in the Earopean Mission, pro- 
elaiming the everlasting Gospel of life and salvation, unto the children of men. 
The Elders do well to rejoice in this great labor of love. Is it not a work of 
divine charity, to seek to save our brothers and sisters in the Kingdom of God? 
We labor for Christ, whose ambassadors we are, and for Him alone. If a man 
knew where he could find hidden treasure of untold value—a brilliant. 
‘¢ Kor-i-nor,” how eager he would be to secure the same, and to preservo it for 
ever! Whata priceless jewel is a precious soul—an eternal being—an intel-. 
ligent loveable companion through all the endless ages of eternity Who- 
would not seek to bless and save it? Well may the ever-blessed Savior say, 
„Joy shall be in heaven over one sinner that repenteth, more than over ninety 
and nine just persons, which need no repentance.” Why? Because another 
soul is saved 

% Wherefore, you are called to cry repentance unto this people; and if it so. 
be that you should labor all your days in crying repentance unto this people, 
and bring, save it be one soul unto ux, how great shall be your joy with him 
in the kingdom of my Father.”

I hope that 
before this time you have published 
my discourse delivered at the late 
‘Conference in this city, on this sub- 
ject.

Tue Year's Cormace.—The British coins struck in the year 1874 were of 
‘the nominal value. of £2,405,368. The cold coinage of the year comprised

and 1,884,432 half-sovereigns. 


This is much below the 


‘average gold coinage of a year, which may be reckoned at five millions sterling; 
but there had been a 1 gold coinage in 1871 and 1872, and the —

of Australian sovereigns and half ‘sovereigns, 
000, contributed in a sensible degree towards 


maintaining the supply of gold required for circulation in this country. About 
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two-thirds of the bullion used in the gold coinage of 1874 consisted of light 
gold sent in to the Mint for re-coinage. The silver coinage in 1874 was 
exceeding £874,000. The amount issued to the public was £771,145—of which 
£188,000 was for the colonies. The issue comprised nearly £200,000 in half- 
crowns, the coinage of which has been resumed. The demand for threepences 
has increased remarkably, and upwards of four million pieces were issued in 
{874 for circulation at home and in the colonies. Worn silver coin te the 
amount of above. £150,000 was withdrawn from circulation in the United 
Kingdom in the year. The Mint was unable to meet the demand for bronze 
coin, and 100 tons were coined for it by Messrs. Heaton, of Birmingham ; the 
coins bear the Mint marx H' under the date, to distinguish them from those 
made at the Mint. Upwards of 21 million bronze pieces were coined in the 
year. The operations of the Mint during the year produced, after the payment 
of all expenses, a net profit of £26,435.

Lonesvity ENOLAND.— The mortality returns for England in the year 
1872 record the death of 195 men and 433 women registered as 95 s old 
and upwards when they died. Twenty-four of the men had reached 100 or 
upwards, and one who died in Morpeth workhouse was registered at the great 
age of 111 years. Of the women, 51 had completed a century of life ur more, 
and two had attained the age of 107 respectively. One of these died at High 
Wych, near Sawbridgeworth, in Hertfordshire, and the other at St. James a- 
road, Islington. Of the 75 persons registered as 100 or upwards, nine died in 
London, their respective ages being as follows :—two 101, two 102, one 103, 
two 104, one 105, and one 107. 


Taz Wreck REGISTER ror 1873-4.—The wreck register for the year ending 
June 30, 1874, shows that the total number of wrecks repe as having 
occurred during the year on the coasts of the United Kingdom was 1,805, 
which was 481 than in the previous year. Of these 1,803 wrecks 381 were 
-eollisions, and*1,422 were wrecks and casualties other than collisions, and 346 

of them resulted in total loss. The localities in which the wrecks happened 
were as follows :—East coast, 716; south coast, 241; west coast, 545; north 
and west coast of Scotland, 66; Trish coast, 213; Isle of Man, 7; Lundy 
‘Inland, 5; and Scilly Isles, 10. The number of lives lost was 506, which was 
222 less than the number lost in the six months ending June 30, 1873, but the 
loss of 293 lives by the sinking of the Northfleet in the early of 1873 will 
account for the large number ef deaths 5 in the first half of that year. 
The number of wrecks of British vessels abroad reported in 1873 4 was 3 2 
involving the loss of 4,013 lives. This total was swelled the loss of a 
Ares in the ship Asia, of 420 in the ship Indus, both of which vessels were 
; in the ooolie trade. One hundred and fifty British ships were not heard 
of after sailing or being spoken at sea, and 2,381 lives are sup to have been 
lost in them. Of these vessels 115 belonged to the United Kingdom, and 35 
to British possessions abroad. | 3
